Wb bftva received ti copy of the Victoria 
(Vancouver Island) Colonist of the 3lst 
Jan., coDliiioinrr a long report of a meetine 
held in that city to promote. a union of the 
oolouy with the Deininion. Several meeiioRs 
wilh the same object had been held before 
with the surau result—namely, a unanimous 
resolution in favor of the entry ol Vancouver 
Island ii)lo the OanadiaD Union. The gen- 
eral feeling of the whole country appears to 
be friendly to this scheme, notwithstanding 
the atiemptB of a few American settlera nod 
United Siutes oilizens in California and other 
plucee to mate the world beliove our fellow 
Bubjeclfl on Iho Pacific coast were, desirous of 
annexation. The people ol tha Inland, as 
well as the inhabitants of British Columbia, 
have lone, beon lookup; forward to a union 
wilh Canada, and aro now u.ore anxious Hum 
ever to cast in their lot with the British 
Provinces of tbe East. It is very singular 
and greatly to be regietled thattbu Governor 
of Vancouver Island bit-, so far, neglected to 
take the steps recommended by tbe Legisla- 
ture or Legislative Council of that colony to 
secure its adn-ission into our Union. We 
believe there was a unanimous vote in favor 
of overtures beine made to the Dominion 
Government aod Parliament wilh ibis object; 
but, airango to say, the will uf the people in 
this matter uppears to have been, hitherto, 
completely disregarded by the Governor. 
What his reasons could have been for eouduct 

tionalily, it is hard to say. But one thing ia 
certain— that he has mucoeded in reducing 
tbe coluny to o Btate ol discontent, and ils 
affairs to a stale of disorder which in anything 
bul beneficial to tbe people and British inter- 
ests in North America. Ruough haiin has 
been done iu this direction ; let the mischief 
cease at once. Whotever may be the luke- 
warmLess of iho Governor aud other influen- 
tial parties as regards union with Canada — 
however hostile they may be lo the pro- 
ject—it is tbe duty of the Federal Cabinet 
and Legislature to do nil in their power lo 
gratify the wishes of the Inlanders in this 
matter* There should be no delay either ; 
for it would be both unwise and unbroihorly 
to keep Irienda on the Pacific coast too long 
knockiog for admission into tbe Union. The 
importance to the Dominion, in a moiul nnd 
material point of view, of extending its bound 
aries to tbe PuciSc Octan through the admis- 
sion intB the Federation ol moBt willing and 
friendly colonies could scarcely be over-esti- 
mated, Let us be up and doing iu this 
work, for we have no time to lose. An addi- 
tional leason for activity is the uneasiness tho 
Cnlilornians are exhibiting with reference to 
the scheme of union with Canada. Those 
citizens of the Republic are huuke'ring alter 
the Pacifio colonies, their State Legislature 
having agreed to preambles snd resolutions a 
few days ago Betiina lorth the desirability or 
necessity ol the United States adopting mea- 
sures for tbe 'transfer of Vancouver Island 
and other British territory in the vicinity to 
tha Republic

Tbo Victim is Mangled by iiiu Teeth ui 
his Dim derer. 

Tho citizens of Mobile, on February 28lh> 
were thrown into a state of wild excitement 
by tbo report of tha death, under horrible 
circumstances, ol llerr Mawking Burd, by a 
desperate uhtiruOier well known in thul city 
as Thomas Kotte. Mr Burd, who la II a vic- 
tim lo Ibe horrible crime, was a rising 
artist, in tbe prime of life, und a native of 
this country, where he had acquired a nat- 
ural tasio lor music, which be was improving 
by daily practice. 

Mr Bun!, who had for some time past been 
deprived of his liberty, bad just succeeded in 
making his escape Irom prison by climbing 
thiough tbo iron bars, und finding; himself 
on a gallery bo me twelve, feet from tho 
ground, determined to rit-k the leap, and re- 
lying on hie agiliiy, succeeded in reaobiog in 
safely a neighboring yard, where, unlortun- 
ately, an old enemy of his family, Thomas 
Katie, was in tbe habit of watching him and 
leusting in imagJnalion upon his untfortuue. 

It seems that his desire to come iu direct 
contact wil li his inten led viciim had often 
prompted hie assassin to wish Mr Bunt were 
at liberty and left alore to his vengeance. 

JujI at the moment when the doomed vie 
liui rcuched iho giound, his purimcr sprang 
on him tigerslike, and having no weapon, 
actually bit off his tiead, inflicting most 
ulmntly wounds, kiK eking out uiie eye and 
severing the cnrolid artery in such u fright- 
lul manner that the victim expired aloiodt 
instantly, 

Bul what ia still more horrible to rolalc, 
Mr Katlo, not satisfied with that crime, 
actually turned cannibal, and commenced 
biting and leering away at tha bloody re- 
mains. A neighbour, uliracted to ihe spot 
by ihe fall, ru-ibed in. ut least in time to 
savo tho remains of Iho victim from furnish- 
in" a bloody repast Lo the rourberflr, Katie 
oOerod no lesistuuce, but jumped over a wall, 
and Irom roof, *uccue<lul iu escaping. Tha 
police were not, us usual, on the Hpol. 

Yet the murderer is well-known. He is 
supposed to be n native of Mobile, of rather 
soft and prcposscssi ng appearance, bul 
whose oyes, habitually half closed, heep 
constant watch nround him, nnd when ex- 
cited by passion, glare like those ol a tiger. 
Ho wears, and always wore a lull suit of 
black, showing bul very little whito around 
tho neck, and has been noted in iho neigh- 
borhood for his iliieving proponsiiies, prowl- 
ing at night in yards and kitchens, nnd often 
breaking up the stillness of the night by the 
most unearthly songs, sometimes of love, 
sometimes of anger. 

But be is well-known and a strict watch 
will be kept for him, and the citizens of 
Mobile will turn out to hnnt down tho mur- 
derer and make bun expiate tho crime which 
has casta gloom over a whole community. 5
